Continuous Contentment 


One of the advanced lessons of the 
Christian life is to learn to be content 
in all circumstances. This is true in the 
experience of many believers, for they 
have not been taught, or have not dis- 
covered for themselves, that the New 
Testament standard is that we should 
have inward peace at all times. The 
Apostle Paul was thankful for gifts sent 
to him by the Christians at Philippi, but ' 
he could truthfully say, “Not that I speak 
in respect of want: for I have learned, 
in whatsoever state I am, therewith to 
be content” (Phil. 4:11). A better read- 
ing is, “For I have learned, in whatso- 


ever state I am, therein to be content” 
(A.S.V). Imagime what this meant to 
the Apostle Paul: quietness of heart in 
the sailing vessels on the A¢gean Sea 
and the Mediterranean; on the hot, dusty 
roads of the Near East in the afternoon 
sun; while he was sitting on his baggage 
on a small dock, waiting for a schooner 
to come in to take him on his way; 
during the night in strange, country inns 
and tents and noisy, crowded houses; 
sitting in court, waiting for his time to 
testify; meeting with elders and dealing 
with hard, church problems; and writ- 
ing, reading, eating, sleeping under the 
watchful eye of guards in Roman pris- 
ons. The word “content” comes from a 
Latin word meaning “to hold together, 
restrain.” So it is the opposite of “go- 
ing to pieces,” or giving away completely 
to one’s feelings, or grumbling. What 
brought about this wholesome state of 
mind in Paul? First of all, his new life 
in Christ which came to him on the 
Damascus road. Then his complete 
yieldedness to Christ as his Lord and 
master, and the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. He no longer had any ambitions 
of his own, and he knew what it was 
to “lay in dust life’s glory dead.” He 
had learned, too, as he wrote by inspira- 
tion, that it is good to glory in tribu- 
lation, “knowing that tribulation work- 
eth patience; and patience, experience; 


and experience, hope” (Rom. 5:3, 4); 
and “that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them 
who are the cajJed according to his pur- 
pose” (Rom. 8:28). The same divine 
power that worked in Paul’s life, and 
the same great truths that he knew and 
revealed, are available to us today. Be- 
ing content in any state does not neces- 
sarily mean being enthusiastic about the 
circumstances themselves, or being dis- 
honest with ourselves or others by say- 
ing that we really like them when we 
do not; but it does mean not complain- 
ing, not murmuring, and not becoming 
embittered. It means a quiet acqui- 
escence in God’s dealings with us at the 
moment, the assurance that He both 
knows and is doing what is best for 
us, and a firm conviction that He loves 
us and will provide for all our needs. 
It is the very opposite of discontent, 
and the rebellious thought, hidden deep 
in the heart, that God is not dealing 
fairly with us. One of the best means 
to promote continuous contentment is a 
spirit of thankfulness, which counts our 
many blessings, thanks God that His 
grace is sufficient right now, and praises 
Him for what. He will do. “Whoso of- 
fereth praise glorifieth me: and to him 
that ordereth his conversation aright 
will I shew the salvation of God” 
(Psa, 50:23).

Christian conference was held in Stutt- 
gart, which filled the Althoff Circus 
with 4500 and more. There was no 
advertising by poster or radio or press. 
They came because the Spirit led them 
thither. The mayor and police co-op- 
erated, the latter lending their kitchens 
so that warm food for 1,100 was brought 
to the Circus for those coming from 
out of town. A collection box at the 
entrance received enough to pay all costs 
with a small amount over for the Red 
Cross. 

“This report cannot give an idea of 
the inexpressible sentiment of quietude, 
peace, grace, unity, and _ elevation 
through the whole meetings and espe- 
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cially at the time of prayer and singing 
of hymns. At the close, the entire audi- 
ence arose and the benediction was pro- 
nounced in Hebrew by Dr, Kahn.” 

Dr. Agnes Waldstein wrote: “lf is im- 
possible to put in words the atmosphere 
which prevailed. The. impression was 
not of masses but of a great family. 
Mutual love was the dominant note. 
Persons who knew each other only by 
hearsay met as old friends. We who 
came from Israel were the object of 
all kinds of friendliness. That such 
love and such unity were possible on this 
earth was for me the greatest experi- 
ence. Thus a modest peasant brought 
a purse full of ancient silver thalers 
for the suffering brethr@ in Jerusalem 
and would give no name. Again, an 
elderly brother, a German army officer, 
remained standing in an aisle all day 
long. When invited to a seat, he de- 
clined. ‘No, I must expiate the evil I 
have done to the Jews.’ 

“Tt all showed what the Word of God 
can do among men who study it seri- 
ously and take it literally. These thou- 
sands had passed from death unto life. 
God Himself poured out on this con- 
ference a full measure of the Spirit.” 

A doctor from Beirut writes: “It is 
from the depths of my heart I give wit- 
ness, God has granted me to see a 
gathering from all churches, all coun- 
tries, and all tongues. I am still full 
of that marvelous vision of what the 
millennium will be.” 

“It is certain that night cometh in 
which no man can work,” continues Dr. 
Waldstein. “Long have we called out 
in the deepening twilight, ‘Come quickly, 
Lord Jesus!’ But one who has experi- 
enced the dispensation of the Spirit at 
Stuttgart, and been strengthened thereby, 
no longer sends a cry of distress, but 
rather, in the joy of anticipation and 
unshakeable certainty, calls out, ‘Lord 
Jesus, come quickly!” 

Pauline Rose told of her last visit to 
Germany in 1936. Of relatives and 
friends, she found some in hiding and 
of others not a trace. “Horror, shame, 
and impotence drove me to despair. I 
hated Christianity as the source of this 
evil. Then Jesus revealed Himself to 
me. In a moment I passed to the ex- 
treme of joy as I realized that He was 
both personal Saviour and Messiah of 
Israel. Here in Germany, where Satan 
used all his power to destroy the Jews, 
Messiah has brought together crowds to 
sustain and help them. Where before 
I found only hatred towards myself and 
my people, I meet the love of friends 
united with us in the same mission.” 

At an earlier conference at Basel the 
Communion service was led by Pastor 
Franz Mannheimer. “Many churches 
exclude one another from the Lord’s 
Table. Here the Lord ‘guided hearts 
like water brooks,’” wrote Abram Poi- 
jak. “About two hundred gathered 
around the Table, among them sectarians 
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of extreme tenets. When had they ever 
received Communion from the hands of 
a Lutheran Jew?” 

“Thus peace began to work among 
Christians of different nations and de- 
nominations. Thus it began. It will 
end in the Messianic Kingdom, when 
all men will look to Jerusalem in unity, 
peace, and joy. Under the sign of the 
Cross in the Star of David, the uniting 
of Christians has begun, of those who, 
without compromise, reverence the Bible 
as the*Word of God, who discern the 
signs of the times. Grace is returning 
to Israel! ' 

“Therefore we may be allowed to say 
a new era has begun. Our conference 
can be compared to the First Zionist 
Conference at Basel. Then Herzl, Nor- 
dau, Weitzman, and others spoke ‘of the 
Jewish state. Fifty years later, Herzl’s 
dream has come true. At the First Jew-

ish-Christian Conference in Basel we 
spoke of the Kingdom of Israel, ,the 
Kingdom of Christ, the Messianic Rule. 
I venture to say that in fifty years the 
Kingdom of Israel will have become 
a reality and that our Conference will 
be remembered as we today remember 
the First Zionist Congress. Happy those 
who took part. They experienced the 
New Beginning.”

The clipping told of a husband and 
wife, twenty and eighteen years old,

who would not allow a doctor to give 
their eight-day-old boy a blood trans- 
fusion. The doctor said, “I almost got 
on my knees begging the parents to 
allow a blood transfusion”; and a nurse 
told the young couple that their baby’s 
life depended on a blood transfusion. 
But the father said: “Our belief won't 
allow it. It’s better to have a dead baby 
without the blood than a living baby 
with the transfusion.” The parents 
argued that the injection of blood into 
the veins is the same as eating blood, 
which they said is forbidden by the 
Bible. 

The Times believes the young parents 
did wrong not to allow the doctor to 
give their baby a blood transfusion. 





There is an obvious, physiological dif- 
ference between eating blood and using 
it for transfusion. When it is eaten, it 
is taken into the mouth and the digestive 
system; but in transfusion it is taken 
into the veins, and thus into the circula- 
tory system. These are two entirely: dif- 
ferent things, and the Trues believes 
that the prohibitions in the Bible con- 
cerning the eating of blood do not apply . 
to transfusions (“Notes on Open Let- 
ters,” April 5, 1947). Eating is an ordi- 
nary, everyday process; while transfusion 
is an extraordinary, medical process used 
in extreme cases, 

“It shall be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood” (Lev. 3:17); “Moreover ye shall 
eat no manner of blood, whether it be 
of fowl or of beast, in any of your dwell- 
ings. Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people” (Lev. 
7:26, 27); “Not withstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, what- 
soever thy soul lusteth after, according 
to the blessing of the Lord thy God 
which he hath given thee: the unclean 
and the clean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuck, and as of the hart. Only 
ye shall not eat the blood; ye shall pour 
it upon the earth as water... . Only be 
sure that thou eat not the blood: for 
the blood is the life; and thou mayest 
not eat the life with the flesh” (Deut. 
12:15, 16, 23); “Only thou shalt not eat 
the blood thereof; thou shalt pour it 
upon the ground as water” (Deut. 15:23). 

At the council in Jerusalem, after 
Pentecost, the Apostle James said: “For 
it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and 
to us, to lay upon you no greater burden 
than these necessary things; that ye ab- 
stain from meats offered to idols, and

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Gospel Wings in Shangri-La 


An airlift for pioneer missionaries 
in. the heart of New Guinea 


ONE can turn back the hands 
N of time. Yet, during the week 
after Easter, 1954, a missionary 
party seemed to do just that. Leaving 
today behind and crossing the time bar- 
rier into yesterday, they settled deep in 
a valley that time had forgotten, and 
found its local tribesmen secure in the 
stone-age life of a thousand years ago. 
Between Hollandia and that hidden 
valley the twin-motor amphibian plane 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
made four flights on April 20, 21, 23, and 
24. On the banks of the Baliem River 
it left three white missionaries and ten 
Christian Kapauku tribesmen with tents, 
equipment, and supplies. There they 
established the first Gospel beachhead 
im the so-called Shangri-La, verily “the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

Strange to say, that stone-age land of 
yesterday is not volcanic ash and naked 
rock. It is a verdant valley, 20 by 80 
miles, traversed by trails and irrigation 
ditches, divided into well-cultivated 
fields, dotted with some 300 villages, and 
inhabited by over 60,000 of the great 
Dani people, whose total population is 
estimated at 150,000. 


Isolated by Mountains and Swamps 

Well named the Hidden Valley, deep 
in the interior of New Guinea, it is iso- 
lated from the outside world by jagged 
mountain peaks. Reaching skyward to 
16,000 or 17,000 feet, some of these peaks 
are capped with snow, and all of them 
protected on the outer side by impene- 
trable jungles and malarial swamps. To 
cross these natural barriers one must 
travel on the trackless sky, often 
through concealing curtains of treach- 
erous clouds, and into the valley by a 
narrow gap in the mountain wall at 
11,500 feet. 

Through the air in 1938 came the Arch- 
bold Expedition, exploring the valley 
and its environs for several montis in 
the interests of the American Museum 
of Natural History. Appropriately they 
named this physical phenomenon “the 
Grand Valley.” To view its grandeur 
from the air in 1945 came a party of 
8 WACs and 16 army men. How lit- 
tle did they dream that 21 of them would 
that day have a rendezvous with flaming 
death! 

The three suffering survivors, their in- 
trepid rescuers, and the friendly natives 
of the valley suddenly sprang into the 
spotlight of world news and held it. for 
45 anxious days.- Then, just as suddenly 
as it had come, Grand’ Valley fled from 
the front pages back into its stone-age 
silence, ignorance, and isolation. 

But some in today’s world could not

forget that land of yesterday. Numbers 
of Christians, diverse in their denomina- 
tions but similar in their allegiance to 
the great commission, had found they 
could not rest and léave their fellow 
men without the knowledge of their Lord. 
These columns! have already told. of 
some who sought to penetrate the jungle 
barriers, and even some who lost their 
lives in the attempt. 

Before the tragic news of Shangri-La 
had stirred our world, air-borne discov- 
eries of stone-age tribes had led Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance workers 
from Borneo, in 1939, to establish a mis- 
sion at Wissel Lakes in central New 
Guinea. Laboring among the Kapauku 
and the Moni tribes around the lakes, 
they met immigrants and travelers of 
the Uhunduni and Dani peoples from 
populous valleys far to the east. Always 
the Dani were portrayed as numerous, 
fierce, fearless, and superior, and our 
missionaries coveted them for Christ. 


Patiently and persistently the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance workers 
tried to reach the Dani, trekking 
through mud, swamps, and tangled un- 
dergrowth, over giant boulders, fallen 
trees, and turbulent streams. Ten years 
after the founding of our mission at 
Enarotali on Wissel Lakes, they estab- 
lished a second station three days’ jour- 
ney eastward at Homejo among the Moni 
tribe. In 1951 the Rev. Einar Mickelson 
and the Rev. K. E, Troutman trekked 
ten days beyond Homejo to penetrate 
the large Ilaga Valley. They found it 
an important crossroads of barter, popu- 
lated one-quarter by Uhunduni and 
three-quarters by Dani. 

Still they continued their efforts to

reach Daniland. They knew that for 
countless generations the Wissel Lakes 
region had been an important trading 
center to which men from other tribes 
had come over these unspeakable trails. 
They knew that Dani had trekked from 
as far east as the Grand Valley, bring- 
ing their famous pigs and woven nets 
to trade for salt. And so the ancient, 
almost trackless trek, was known as the 
old salt trail. 

The first white men ever to cover the 
salt trail from Wissel Lakes to Grand 
Valley did so early in 1952. Then Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance Missionary 
Gerald Rose, together with a Dutch of- 
ficial and a police commissioner, took 
a party of porters through the jungles, 
over the high plateau within sight of 
snowcapped Carstenz Peak, down into 
the swamps and jungles silently watched 
over by majestic Mt. Wilhelmina, and 
into the valleys of Daniland. 

But their trek ended at Archbold’s 
old Ibele River camp, five hours’ walk 
from the Baliem’s Grand Valley. The 
Dutch Government had not yet granted 
permission for missionaries to enter the 
Baliem. More exploration and research 
were needed first. Indeed, one major 
purpose of that long trek had been to 
ascertain whether, in an emergency, es- 
cape from the Baliem could be effected 
overland to Wissel Lakes. That was in 
February, 1952. Permission to enter the 
Baliem was finally granted that same 
summer, provided we could service the 
area ourselves. 


Why an Airlift Was Needed 


It had long been apparent that access 
to the Grand Valley overland from 
either coast was completely impracti- 
cable. Land approach to Wissel Lakes 
had always been possible, but terrible, 
by a jungle trail as primitive as the 
stone-age inhabitants. Early Christian 
and Missionary Alliance missionary 
parties had reached the Lakes by that 
eighteen-day ordeal. Even two mission- 
ary wives had shared the last trek up. 
Thereafter | our workers and supplies 
were kindly ferried in from Biak by the 
Dutch amphibians which serviced the 
government post at Enarotali. Indeed, 
our entire ministry to the New Guinea 
stone-age tribes is greatly indebted to 
the splendid co-operation of the Dutch 
Colonial authorities. 

Meaffwhile in Borneo the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance had been serv- 
icing some of its jungle stations by air 
from Makassar, beginning in 1939 with 
a single-engine seaplane. That airlift 
saved valuable missionary time and 
priceless missionary lives, and by 1949 it 
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was felt that similar service for both 
Borneo and New Guinea required a 
twin-engine true amphibian. To be 
land-based at a coastal airport, it must 
also be capable of landings and take-offs 
on short stretches of jungle river. It 
must have the power for a steep rise 
in narrow canyons, adequate capacity for 
station service loads, and economical 
fuel consumption proportionate to the 
limitations of a mission treasury. 

Exhaustive and comprehensive com- 
parison revealed that no American 
manufacturer was then producing a craft 
which met our needs. Indeed, none was 
making a twin-motor amphibian of post- 
war design. Consequently our choice 
was the Sealand manufactured by Short 
Brothers and Harland of Belfast, Ireland. 
Finally the ship, Gospel Messenger, 
which was to land our beachhead party 
in the Baliem, was dedicated at Belfast 
in November, 1953. After exhaustive 
testing in Ireland, it was flown to Hol- 
landia by our pilots in an epic flight of 
17 hops of about 1,000 miles each. 

Our senior pilot, Mr. Alfred J. Lewis 
of Hamilton, Ontario, after distinguished 
service in the Royal Canadian Air Force 
at the controls of single-and-multiple- 
engine planes during the war, had 
piloted our seaplane and first twin- 
motored amphibian in Borneo. Mr. Ed- 
ward Ulrich, our co-pilot, had served 
overseas in the U.S. Air Force. Both 
of these men are also licensed navi- 
gators. To keep the plane in prime con- 
dition is the responsibility of aircraft 
mechanic and maintenance supervisor, 
Mr. R. O. Lenehan. All of these men 
are consecrated Christians and qualified 
Christian and Missionary Alliance mis- 
sionaries. 

To obtain some idea of the nature of' 
the Grand Valley and its inhabitants, 
one cannot do better than to read the 
fascinating report of the Archbold Ex- 
pedition found in the National Geographic 
Magazine of March, 1941. Its pictures 
vividly portray the rugged terrain and 
consequent hazards of air travel, while 
its map shows exactly where our party 
landed on the Baliem River at the site 
of one of Archbold’s camps. 

Preliminary survey flights were made 
over the pass at 12,000 feet, up to Lake 
Habbema two miles above sea level, then 
back and down to the Grand Valley’s 
floor still a mile high, to skim 50 feet 
above the serpentine river. With keen 
observation the pilots selected for future 
landings a straight stretch of water 1,300 
feet in length. Flying over the villages 
they noted the round houses of the men 
and the square homes of the women and 
children. The natives were seen scurry- 
ing for cover as the giant bird roared 
overhead. In the stance a®smoke 
column, rising from arf apparent vantage 
point, was answered by similar smoke 
signals from various points around the 
valley. 

‘ Besides the two pilots, the beachhead 
party consisted of three missionaries 
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and ten Christian Kapauku tribesmen, 
with more to be added later. The Rev. 
Einar Mickelson had served fifteen years 
as a missionary to New Guinea, giving 
twelve of those years to study of the 
Dani people and efforts to reach them. 
The Rev. Lloyd Vah Stone, a first-term 
missionary, had labored among the 
stone-age tribes around Wissel Lakes. 
The Rev. Eric Bromley, while teaching 
linguistics at St. Paul Bible Institute, 
had done extensive research on the Dani 
people, whose language he is to learn 
and to reduce to writing. Among the 
Kapaukus is a young couple who have 
taken their baby along into the valley, 
a proof of domesticity and a hostage to 
peaceful intent. 

White or brown, these people are not 
a group of fanciful dreamers on a care- 
free excursion. They did not minimize 
the hazards of plunging through the 
clouds at 12,000 feet among peaks of 
17,000 feet, or of landing on unknown 
and unprepared waters amid a strange 
and alien people. They fully realized 
that the smoke signals might be calling 
the fierce Dani to organized hostility. 
They knew that the plane, which had 
required four trips to bring the party 
in, could not possibly evacuate them all 
at once in case of attack. So they mu- 
tually agreed that, come what might, for 
all of them that valley was to be the 
point of no return, if God so willed. 

Easter Tuesday and Wednesday were 
serious, anxious days for the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance headquarters in 
New York City. Cables from Hollandia 
reported that our plane had completed 
two round trips, leaving the white men 
and some Kapaukus in the valley with- 
out having contacted the local tribes- 
men. Headquarters officers and staff 
spent Thursday in prayer for our brave 
colleagues. Then came the cable: 
“Friendly contacts made. All well.” 


Letters subsequently informed us that 
the party went ashore on the bank 
across the river from the nearest Dani 
village, and cleared a camp in grass and 
reeds from ten to fifteen feet in height, 
on low, swampy ground. Perhaps this 
was why the tribesmen did not imme- 
diately approach them. On the second 
day, however, fifty of the Dani helped 
the party move across the river and 
clear a camp site on higher ground. 


‘When the plane dropped supplies on 


subsequent days and some of the pack- 
ages burst, the Danis helped retrieve 
the scattered articles and brought them 
to the camp. in view of their previous 
reputation for thievery, this was the 
supreme proof of their sincere welcome. 

The beachhead has been safely estab- 
lished. It will ‘be efficiently serviced 
by the airlift. Now has begun the 
delicate cultivation of friendly relations, 
the difficult grappling with the unknown 
language, the diplomatic acquisition of 
a suitable site, the arduous erection of 
homes, and all the while, the tireless 















effort to impart divine truth to dark- 
ened minds. 

Our description of the verdant valley 
in its romantic isolation might easily 
mislead some to suppose that its inhabi- 
tants are childlike souls living in idyllic 
simplicity. But the experiences ‘of our 
explorer missionaries prove the opposite 
to be true. The Dani are friendly when 
they want to be. But their fundamental 
characteristics are craft and cruelty, im- 
placable' hatred of neighboring tribes, 
and incessant dread of surrounding 
devils, 

As our missionaries on that long trek 
passed through the Dani villages and 
gardens, their hearts were made heavy 
by the sight of women and girls weav- 
ing their nets or working their fields 
with no fingers on either hand, just 
stumps and thumbs, and by the men 
with ears mutilated or completely cut 
off. These mutilations, found as far west 
as Homejo, are intended to appease the 
evil spirits and to stifle the grief of 
bereavement over the loss of a near rela- 
tive or child. The look of hopelessness 
on their faces reflected the darkness of 
their souls and the despair of their 
hearts. 

But other tribesmen also of the stone 
age, whose languages have been equally 
unknown, who had been just as igno- 
rant and degraded as those Dani—they 
had been transformed by the power of 
the Gospel. Indeed, our rescue team in 
Shangri-La consists of some of those 
very miracles of grace and the very mis- 
sionaries who had helped in their trans- 
formation. 

Nine years have passed since that very 
valley was the scene of the dramati 
army rescue watched intently by all the 
modern world. Today, as thjs brave 
rescue party from the outside world 
attempts to tell that stone-age world 
about the world to come, and snatches 
darkened souls from superstition and 
eternal death, let all the Christian world 
seek to uphold them by an effective air- 
lift of fervent intercession,

from blood, and from things strangled, 
and from fornication: from which if ye 
keep yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare 
ye well” (Acts 15:28, 29). 

The Trues believes all these passages 
apply to the eating.of blood, which 
is a practice abhorrent to God. In 
heathen countries, or in Roman Cath- 
olic countries where the Gospel has not 
had free course, the practice of eating 
blood is much more common than it is 
among us. But -this is quite different 
from having a blood transfusion, or 
using blood plasma to save life, and there 
appears to be nothing in the Scriptures 
which prohibits these methods. 
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lll. The Christian Child and His School Lessons 


How family worship prepares the way for enthusiasm and discernment 


HE child in a Christian hqme who 

has early in life received Christ for 
himself has a better opportunity to ex- 
cel in his school work than has any 
other child. I do not mean that he 
need necessarily get all A’s. I do mean 
that he can thoroughly enjoy school 
work and can find all of his subjects 
more meaningful to him because of his 
Christian experiences. He can be the 
kind of pupil whom teachers consider 
“a delight to teach,” because he is en- 
thusiastic about learning. 

Reading is the basic school subject. 
Educators look for what they call “read- 
ing readiness” in a child before they 
attempt to teach him to read. This 
refers to a desire to read and an under- 
standing that reading is a way of get- 
ting thoughts and ideas. 

A Christian home environment is very 

* conducive to developing thi reading 
readiness. The child sees a book used 
frequently and hears it read from baby- 
hood. Very early in life his parents 
tell him things the Bible says. The 
members of the family act as though 
they love that Book, so the little child 
desires to help hold it while his daddy 
reads at family worship time. Later 
he “reads” a few verses now and then 
himself by repeating them, phrase by 
phrase, after an older person. The very 
repetition, the daily occurrence of ‘this 
\reading from the Word makes reading 
a meaningful performance to a little 
child. 

In my own home the children began 
reading a‘ little in the Bible themselves 
when they were in the first grade. It 
is surprising what an incentive this pro- 
vides to increase their reading vocabu- 
lary beyond what is given them in 
school. .Two or three years pass and 
they sound out “transgression,” “iniqui- 
ties,” “testimony,” “exalteth,” and other 
such words with ease. 

Not only is the Bible prominent in a 
Christian home, but Christian parents 
do well to see that there is plenty of 
other reading _material available. A 
child who is surrounded by good, well- 
written books and papers will develop 
a real interest in that type of reading. 
Wide reading not only greatly increases 
his reading vocabulary, but it increases 
his general knowledge in many subjects 
as well. 

In a secular writer’s magazine, those 
who would learn to choose words wisely 
are advised to spend many hoyrs study- 
ing “The Gettysburg Address,” “The 
Declaration of Independence,” “The Ten 
Commandments,” and “The Story of 
Creation” in Genesis. Surely boys and 

girls who are well acquainted with the

English language with which to carry 
out their written and oral assignments 
in language classes. 

Even our three-year-old is interested 
in, “What chapter do we read tonight?” 
Numbers of chapters and verses in God’s 
Book become meaningful to a young 
child. The first step in learning arith- 
metic is to associate numbers with the 
thing they stand for, and the child who 
early learns to handle the Bible and 
locate chapters and verses has made a 
good start toward being a good student 
in that subject. 

Geography is a favorite subject in our 
family. I can scarcely name a country 
of the world but what my third grade 
son can tell where it is. Our mission- 
ary friends have done that for him. We 
follow a missionary prayer calendar as 
a part of our family worship. We use 
maps, and we look up information about 
the various countries in the encyclopedia. 
Geography lessons about foreign coun- 
tries are real and living to my children. 
My little girl first learned about Siam 
in a lower grade social studies class. 
She told me various things she had 
learned, and then, wistfully, she revealed 
what was on her heart: “Mamma, do 
you suppose there are any missionaries 
in Siam?” Our children have really 
learned geography when ‘they realize 
that the people of the world need Christ. 

Many children miss the geography they 
could experience first hand. How well 
I remember Donald, a pupil I had some 
years ago in the public school. His 
father lavished movie tickets upon him, 
and there was not an exciting show 
that Donald did not see. That year I 
took my eighth grade class, which in- 
cluded Donald, for a day’s outing across 
the county to visit beautiful Interstate 
Park on the St. Croix River in Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin. All had a wonder- 
ful time, but Donald was simply beside 
himself with delight. He hadn’t known 
fried egg sandwiches could taste like 
that! And the scenery—the pot holes, 
the river, the steep paths to climb! “T’ll 
have to bring my dad here sometime!” 
Donald exclaimed. His dad, who thought 
he had been giving his boy the very 
best of entertainment! That is the way 
of the world; but for us Christian parents 
it is in most cases inexcusable if our

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children have not enjoyed the scenic 


spots near ‘at hand. If we can teach 
them even more of the geography of 
our own country by actual experience, 
so much the better. 

History is a school subject that is 
difficult if one has no real conception 
of the time element involved. The very 
young child has no comprehension of 
even short periods of time, but gradually 
he learns to understand terms like “to- 
day,” “tomorrow,” “week,” “month,” and 
“year.” “In the beginning,” we read to 


‘him from the Bible, and then we explain 


that that happened before anything else 
that we know about. Then we go on 
to explain that God never had a begin- 
ning. He always was. Can the little 
child grasp that truth? No, and neither 
can we fully grasp it. But it makes 
an impression on him, and, slight though 
it may be, it is a step toward his con- 
ception of the time element in history. 

Very gradually, but surely, as we ac- 
quaint our children with the Word, they 
can learn to understand the relative 
time element through all Bible history. 
By the time they are studying history 
in school, that subject will already be 
familiar and interesting. Eventually 
they will be studying history that paral- 
lels Bible history. That would be a 
good time for us parents to study and 
discuss history with them. Wouldn't it 
be interesting for a family to read church 
history together while their young peo- 
ple are studying the corresponding pe- 
riod of secular history in school? 

“Isn’t it wonderful how God made the 
banana!” we said to little Warren as we 
enjoyed the tasty fruit. “He planned 
it to be eaten. It’s just the right, shape 
to bite off, and there is an excellent 
skin provided that we can handle in 
such a way as not to get our hands 
messy.” This was a lesson in science 
to a three-year-old. Some day Warren 
will learn more about plants, and about 
animals and rocks and machines, from 
books and teachers. Science will be so 
much more meaningful when it is under- 
stood that things are so because God 
planned them that way. 

“My sister painted that,” I proudly ex- 
plain as I show my cherished oil paint- 
ing. That picture would not be nearly 
as beautiful to me if it had not been 
made by one I know and love. The 
beauty of a lovely flower, or a sunset, 
or a snow-covered tree, or a snow- 
capped mountain is matchless. These 
things were made by One we know and 
love, so they mean far more to us than 
to one who does not know Him. I be- 
lieve that a Christian child can have a 
truer sense of beauty because he knows 
the perfect Artist, and therefore he him- 
self can do better work in art than if 
he were not a Christian. 

‘“I enjoy having your three children 
in my classes. They are very good 
little singers,” their music teacher said 
to me. I wondered, for I had thought

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 

Approach to the Lesson 

N THE physical sphere, growth pro- 
if ceeds to a certain point, is main- 

tained there for a season, and then 
retrogression takes over, at varying 
rates. We reckon that by his later teens 
a youth has come to his full stature. 
After that he may continue to develop 
his strength, his agility, his powers of 
endurance for some time. By dint of 
regular training he may hold himself at 
the peak of physical condition for quite 
a few years. But after a while you will 
find him saying, “I can’t take it the 
same since I turned forty.” Fifty, sixty, 
seventy, eighty all tell the tale of less 
endurance, less resiliency. Not many 
attain to Moses’ record of one hundred 
and twenty with eye still clear and 
natural force not abated! 

With regard to intellectual growth, the 
general law is the same, though its op- 
eration is not so marked: Development 
in this sphere is a much longer process, 
and at sixty a man should be as keen 
mentally as he was at twenty. The dif- 
ficulty then is that the body is often 
unable to keep up with the mind. Billy 
Graham (in his Hour’of Decision Broad- 
cast, April 11) said concerning Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill that his men- 
tal processes at the age of eighty are 
unimpaired, despite ‘the marks of age 
otherwise. Ordinarily, however, the 
mind also begins to relax its strong grip, 
and its retentiveness diminishes.

But the laws of progression and de- 
cadence-do not hold in the spiritual 
realm. In the last year of his long life, 
Pastor D, J. Findlay of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, said in a public announcement: 
“In nature life becomes more weak as 
it goes on into old age—but in grace it 
need not and should not be so. We may 
and should bring forth fruit even in in- 
creasing measure and quality in old age” 
(“Pastor D. J. Findlay,” by Alexander 
Gammie, Fleming H. Revell Co., West- 
wood, N. J., $1). Our lesson, then, is not 
just for young Christians, but also for 
the oldest, maturest saint in any con- 
gregation. The possibilities of spiritual 
growth are limitless. At no point is 
there room for retrogression, for at no 
point do we reach the peak of attain- 
ment. To the end we must say with 
Paul, “Not as though I had already at- 
tained, either were already perfect: but 
I follow after” (Phil. 3:12). 


Verse by Verse 

1 Cor. 3:1—“. .. not... as unto spir- 
itual, but as unto carnal . . . babes in 
Christ.” Notice the words “spiritual” 
and “carnal’—pertaining to the spirit, 
and pertaining to the flesh. Carnality is 
attributed to lack of growth—remaining 
in the baby stage. 

Verse 2.—“I have fed you with milk, 
and not with meat ... not able to bear 
it...” Teaching must be in keeping 
with the ability of the believer to re- 
ceive it. Just as a first-grader is not 
taught calculus, so a babe in Christ 
should not be “fed” teaching that will

leave him floundering, but the simplic- 
ities. 


Verse 3.—“. . . among you envying, 
and strife, and divisions, are ye not car- 
nal, and walk as men?” Here is the 
mark of carnality—taking sides and cre- 
ating divisions, just like the natural man 
who has not been touched with the life 
of God. There is no testimony here to 
the reality of the supernatural! 


Eph. 4:11.—“. . . apostles . .". prophets 

. evangelists . . . pastors and teachers.” 
Here are the ministries of the church, 
all gifts of the ascended Lord (v. 8). In 
the technical sense the first two passed 
with the first generation of the church, 
but there are still men who have veri- 
table apostolic and prophetic ministries. 
Consider William Carey, the “apostle” 
of modern missions, and John Wesley, 
who certainly had a “prophetic” voice in 
England. 


Verse 12,—“. . . the perfecting of the 
saints ... the work of the ministry ... 
the edifying of the body of Christ.” 
These are not three separate purposes 
to be fulfilled by the ministers of verse 
11. Their task is “the perfecting of the 
saints,” so that they in turn will engage 
in a work of ministry, to the end that 
the whole body, the church (1:22, 23), 
should be built up. 

Verse 13.—“. . . the unity of the faith 
... unto a perfect man... the fulness 
of Christ.” We so emphasize our differ- 
ences, and show so little unity of faith, 
that the church looks more like a dis- 
membered monster than “a perfect man.” 
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Lesson for, July 11 


No wonder “the fulness of Christ” is so 


conspicuously absent. 


Verse 14.—“. . . no more children ... 
carried about with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of men...” “Chil- 
dren” is the same as “babes” in 1 Corin- 
thians 3:1, carrying the thought of help- 
lessness. Another mark‘ of such spirit- 
ual babyhood is ready acceptance of 
every new doctrine proposed. Such fall 
easy prey to the crafty propaganda of 
heretical cults. 

Verse 15.—“But speaking the truth in 
love, may grow up into him... the 
head . . . Christ.” There is more than 


. “speaking the truth” in the Greek word 


—it is truth-living as well. But always 
“the truth in love.” Without love truth 
can be very sharp. No lopsided growth 
here. Every part of our character must 
be true to the Head, Christ. 


Verse 16—“From whom the whole 
body . . . maketh increase . . . unto the 
edifying of itself in love.” As we grow 
“into him” (v. 15), out of Him flow all 
the virtues required for the perfecting 
of the body. Each member ministers to 
each other member in the process. De- 
spite the complicated language here, the 
big thought is clear enough. 

2 Peter 1:5.—*. . . giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to virtue 
knowledge.” “For this cause” is better 
than “beside this.” Our contribution to 
spiritual development is diligence, re- 
sponding to the “all things” of verse 3. 
The adding is not mechanical, but or- 
ganic. In our faith must be ample pro- 
vision for virtue, and in our virtue for 
knowledge. 

Verse 6.—“And to knowledge temper- 
ance ... patience .. . godliness.” So in 
knowledge we must develop self-con- 
trol, with patience and true piety. 

Verse 7.—‘And to godliness brotherly 
kindness ... charity.” The organic proc- 
ess goes on in the abundant provision 
of love of the brethren, and love. Notice 
again how full-rounded our growth must 
be. Strength in one direction. does not 
make up for weakness in another. 

Verse 8.—“For if these things . . 
abound . .. neither . . . barren nor 
unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Knowledge divorced from 
character is both idle and unfruitful, 


“but by diligence can be productive of 


likeness to Christ. 

Chap, 3:18.—“But grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our Lord and Sav- 
iour Jesus Christ.” Only make the link 
of our diligence (1:5) with God’s pro- 
vision (1:3), and such growth will be 
spontaneous, and the glory shall be all 
His. Never divorce grace and knowl- 
edge. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The tragedy of retarded growth is fully 
recognized and deeply bemoaned when 
it occurs in the sphere of the body or 
the mind, but it is scarcely regarded in

the spiritual sphere, Parents who would 
wring their hands over a little stunted 
body and weep scalding tears over a 
child whose mind failed to develop give 
little thought to the growth of their 
child’s soul. The reason is, of course, 
that they themselves are spiritual dwarfs, 
to whom the things of God’‘are not of 
supreme importance. It was not so with 
Paul. His converts were his spiritual 
children, and their growth to Christian 
maturity was his chief concern. When 
he saw the lack of development in the 
Corinthian believers, evidenced by their 
bickering and their breaking up into 
“sects,” his grief was deep and bitter. 
He longed to feed them with the further 
reaches Of Christian truth, and he be- 
moaned the fact that he had to keep 
them on the "baby food of elementary 
things. The true pastor has a passion for 
the growth of his people. 

God’s provision for the development of 
the saints is given in our second passage, 
Ephesians 4:11-16. The risen Lerd be- 
stows the gift of ministers—apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors, and teach- 
ers. Now these are not nursemaids or 
baby sitters, intended to do everything. 
They are trainers, whose function is ni 
fit the saints for a work of ministry, so 
that, by helping each other, all will grow 
together. The coaches do not play the 
game. *They train the players to do it,

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not as so many independent units, but 
as members of a team. So the players 
grow by ministering to the growth of 
the team. Likewise the special min- 
istries are to train the saints to function 
as members of a body, and each mem- 
ber grows a ee its contribution 
to the whole y. The better a min- 
ister does his work, the more will the 
unity of the body appear among his 
people, and the less liable will they be 
to fall for the specious arguments of 
the sects that swarm like bees in our 
day. 

Peter gives us a wonderful picture of 
a well-grown Christian. He does not 
have one arm long and the other short, 
but he is well-developed in. every re- 
spect. The ideal is not to have one saint 
strong in faith and another strong in 
patience and andther strong in love, but 
to have all the graces abound in every 
believer. It is said of the godly Charles 
Simeon of Cambridge that until later 
life he had a quick temper which some- 
times intruded into the most sacred oc- 
casions, causing confusion and heart- 
burning. But he did not excuse it, as 
some do, but made it a matter of prayer 
and discipline, till in his later years 
none was more mild-tempered. The 
want of any one of the graces mentioned 
here—faith, virtue, knowledge, self-con- 
trol, patience, godliness, brotherly kind- 
ness, love—makes for a maimed body, a 
defective flower, a broken circle, an im- 
paired testimony. How we need to bring 
all diligence to bear on this matter of 
a full-rounded Christian character!

Topics for Development 

Sects. Paul upbraided the Corinthian 
Christians for splitting up into sects, and 
declared that this was a symptom of 
carnality, Back of the multiplied de- 
nominations in Christendom is carnality, 
despite the fact that most of them orig- 
inated in what seemed to be a search for 
spirituality. As things stand today, the 
only way to avoid the sects is to create 
a new one! Some have actually chosen 
that as their solution. 

The ‘best answer that I can see, until 
the Lord Jesus comes and takes us to 
be with Himself, and we see eye to eye 
because we all see Him, is to cultivate 
a true spirit of unity, and so keep “the 
unity of the Spirit” (Eph. 4:3). A good 
example of breaking through denomina- 
tional barriers is A. T. Pierson, of whom 
his son has written: “It was not by acci- 
dent that the man who was to enter 
upon a world-wide ministry traced his 
ancestry to a Church of England clergy- 
man, that his conversion was in a Meth- 
odist revival and class meeting, his the- 
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ological. training in a Presbyterian 
seminary, his first pastorate in a Con- 
gregational church, and his largest field 
in a Baptist tabernacle; that he learned 
some of his deepest lessons among the 
Brethren in Bristol, England, and that 
he closed his career ‘conngcted with no 
human organization—a subject only of 
the universal Church and Kingdom of 
God.” 

In semihumorous vein Dr. Pierson 
wrote a few years before his death, “It 
is amazing that Anglicans welcome me— 
a renegade Presbyterio-Baptist-Brethren 
compound, a belonging to nobody but 
the Lord” (“The Biography of Arthur T. 
Pierson,” by his son, Delavan L. Pierson, 
probably out of print).

After the Lesson.—A baby needs fresh 
air, good food, and proper exercise in 
order to grow as it should. The same 
holds true of the children of God, if they 
are to grow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of the Saviour, as the Golden Text 
requires, 

For pure air, the soul of the Christian 
needs regular times of earnest prayer. 
Prayer lifts us to the heights where 
Heaven’s breezes sweep about us and the 
grime and the fogs of earth are left be- 
hind. Well kept habits of prayer are 
essential to a growing Christian life. 

Another need for growing in grace is 
feeding regularly on God’s Word; first its 
milk, or more easily digested portions, 
and latef on its meat, or more difficult 





parts. I once explained to some Chris- 
tian boys and girls that they must feed 
daily on God’s Word to grow as Chris- 
tians should. I told them to begin by 
feeding on the parts they could grasp— 
the milk of the Word, and that later they 
would be able to feed on its meat. Aft- 
erward one boy prayed, “O Lord, help 
us that we may soon be out of the milk 
and into the meat of Thy Word.” To- 
day he is a young preacher, nearing the 
end of his study for the ministry, and 
has doubtless been in the meat of the 
Word for some time.

The Busy Men's Corner

“. . as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ” (1 Cor. 3:1).—In the 
previous chapter, the apostle had men- 
tioned the natural man, the unconverted 
person, in whose estimation the things 
of the Spirit of God are foolishness. The 
Corinthians were not in that category. 
They had believed the Gospél of Christ, 
and were saved; and indwelt by the 
Spirit of God. And they had been en- 
riched by the Lord, “in all utterance, 
and in all knowledge,” and they came 
behind in no gift; but they were acting 
like men in the flesh. 

Instead of being “filled with the 
Spirit,” and walking in the Spirit, they 
were filled wih admiration of men’s per- 
sons. They were not all admirers of the 
same person—they had their preferences 
—and as a consequence there was among 
them “envying, and strife, and divisions.” 

Such things spoil the appetite for spir- 
itual things—“the deep things of God.” 
Tiney cause us to become spiritual dys- 
peptics. The Corinthians could not as- 
similate solid food, but had to be fed 
milk, like babes. 

A normal, healthy babe is one of the 
most charming and appealing sights in 
nature, One must be a babe before there 
can be development into youth and man- 
hood, or womanhood; but if one remains 
a babe too long, the parents become 
heartbroken. 4 

There is a real difference in babes 
spiritually as well as naturally. These 
Corinthian babes were disappointing; the 
Hebrew babes were pitiable (Heb. 5: 
11-13); but John’s “little children” (or 
babes) were delightful (1 John 2:27, 28). 

There is nothing wrong with miik as 
milk. Like honey, it is about the most 
perfectly balanced food God has given 
us; and it is suitable for all ages. But 
when a babe is old enough to be reck- 
oned a youth, and can take nothing but 
milk, the doctors and the parents know 
something is wrong with that child. 

Billy Sunday is credited with the story 
of a Negro convert whom he stopped one 
day and asked the question, “If you 
were walking along the road and saw 
a low branch and on that branch a nice 
fat chicken, what would you do?” 
“Please don’t ask me that question,” beg- 
ged the convert. When Mr. Sunday in- 
sisted upon an answer, the Negro re- 
plied, “Well, Mr. Sunday, you know I 
am only an infant in the Kingdom!” It 
is to be feared there are many infants 
in the Kingdom who are not young in 
years, but who failed to lay aside all 
malice, guile, hypocrisiés, envies, and all 
evil speakings. 

“. . . henceforth be no more children 
.. but... grow up...” (Eph. 4:14, 15). 
—The apostle has just been saying the 
ascended Lord has given gifts unto men. 
He enumerates them and then states the 
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Lord’s purpose in giving these gifts, 
namely, for the equipment of believers 
to the work of the ministry, with a view 
to the upbuilding of the Body of Christ. 

Thus ample provision has been made 
by the Lord for our growth from “chil- 
dren” to maturity. Unto every one of us 
has been given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ; then there 
are gifted men such as evangelists to 


‘ preach the Gospel, see souls saved and 


added to the Body; then pastors (or 
shepherds) and teachers to care for and 
edify those already in the Body. 

In other words, there is written and 
oral ministry of the Word of God to 
which if we diligently apply ourselves 
we shall grow and be able to do the 
work associated with the particular 
niche we fill in the Body. 

“Holding the truth in love,” is the 
great secret of growth—living and lov- 
ing the truth. “Thy word is truth” (John 
17:17). “We are not meant to remain 
as children at the mercy of every chance 
wind of teaching and the jockeying of 
men who are expert in the crafty pres- 
entation of lies. But we are meant to 
hold firmly to the truth in love, and to 
grow up in every way into Christ, the 
Head” (J. B, Phillips). 

A young woman, asked by her friend 
to explain what is meant by devotional 
reading of the Bible replied: “Yester- 
day morning I received a letter from one 
to whom I am engaged and to whom I 
have devoted ‘my life. I freely admit 
to you that I have read that letter five 
times, not because I did not understand 
it at the first reading, nor because I 
expect to commend myself to the writer 
by frequent reading of his letter. It 
was not with me a question of duty, but 
simply one of pleasure. I read it because 
I am devoted to the one who wrote it.” 
To read the Bible with the same motive 
is to read it devotionally, and to one 
who reads it in that spirit, it is indeed a 
love letter. 


“ _ . add to your faith virture [or 
courage]” (2 Pet. 1:5-7).—I like to read 
and quote this passage of Scripture as 
my dear father, who is now in the Glory, 
once quoted it to me:, “Giving all dili- 
gence add to your faith the courage of 
David; and to the courage of David, the 
knowledge of Solomon; and to the 
knowledge of Solomon, the temperance 
of Joseph; and to the temperance of 
Joseph, the patience of Job; and to the 
patience of Job, the godliness of Daniel; 
and to the godliness of Daniel, the 
brotherly kindness of Jonathan; and to 
the: brotherly kindness of Jonathan, the 
love of John.” 

“But grow in grace and in .. . knowl- 
edge” (2 Pet. 3:18).—We are saved by 
grace through faith without works, in 
the first place; then we have a standing 
in grace. Here, we are exhorted to grow 
in grace. And it is Peter also who tells 
us to hope to the end for the grace to 
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be brought unto us at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ. “Grace and knowledge” 
—a happy, a necessary, and fruitful 
couplet. Grow in both, and be a well- 
balanced Christian.

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some. Arrested development is tragic. 
Stagnation is abhorrent in the extreme. 
When we plant a garden it must grow 
and yield fruit or it is a failure, and 
failure is sickening. God plans for us 
to grow as individuals, to grow physi- 
cally, mentally, and spiritually. If a 
fellow isn’t growing, he is slipping; he 
cannot stay the same; he must either 
grow better or he will slip and become 
worse. 

Peter’s mathematics for seve is a 
sum in addition. And the adding is to 
be done with “all diligence.” He says, 
“Add to your faith virtue.” Looking at 
the Greek original from which is trans- 
lated the word “virtue,” we find that it 
can also mean “manliness, excellence.” 
Virtue is manly. Then add knowledge, 
and that could be science. The science 
of living is to live triumphantly. Then 
add temperance, which also means self- 
control—particularly in regard to the 
physical appetites. To self-control, add 
patience, which also means endurance— 
“hopefully waiting.” Don’t you like 
that? The Greek work is hupomone. 
Then add godliness—holiness, “without 
which no man shall see the Lord,” says 
Hebrews 12:14. Now add brotherly kind- 
ness, and it is interesting that the orig- 
inal word is philadelphia. They call our 
Philadelphia “the city of brotherly love,” 
and to a large extent it is rightly named. 

Finally, add charity, which of course is 
love,.the crowning virtue for the life 
of Christian faith, What a glorious 
“Growing Plan”! It is the pattern’! which 
our Lord set for us, even from His child- 
hood, for the record is that He “in- 
creased in wisdom and stature, and in 
favour with God and man” (Luke 2:52). 

Fellows, let’s grow up!

My Class of Girls

HO remembers what we were go- 

ing to do this past week? (Do 
something for someone.) Right. How 
many of you found something to do? 
Let’s hear about it. (I took a Sunday 
school paper to a girl who was sick.— 
I invited some people from the auto 
court to Sunday school. Their two little 
girls came today.—I went to read to an 
old lady.—I helped my younger sister 
with her Sunday school lesson.—I didn’t 
do much, but I opened a car door for 
a woman whose arms were full of pack- 
ages.) Some of these things may be 
small, but little things are important. If 
you keep on watching for opportunities 
to help others for Christ’s sake, you will 
certainly grow in favor with God and 
man, as did the holy child Jesus, of 
whom we read last week. 

Now let’s read responsively the Scrip- 
ture catechism card, “The Christian 
Life.”1 Notice especially today the 
fourth question and answer. Question, 
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“After we are saved, what should we 
do?” Answer, “Grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ” (2 Pet. 3:18). That verse 
is the Golden Text for today’s lesson, so 
let us memorize it right now. It is 
written on the blackboard. As soon as 
we have all read it three times, Dixie 
will erase any word she chooses. While 
we read it again, she'll give the eraser 
to someone else who will erase some 
other word. Then she will hand it to 
the next one, and so on down the line. 
We'll keep on reading it till all the words 
are erased. By that time I hope each 
of us will know it by heart. 

After a baby is born, the normal thing 
for it to do is to grow. If it does not 
grow, everyone is worried and a doctor 
is consulted. After a girl has been born 
again, the normal thing for her to do is 
to grow Spiritually. If she is not grow- 
ing, something is wrong, and the Great 
Physician should be consulted. 

The Corinthian Christians did not grow 
as they should. Five years after Paul 
had visited Corinth he wrote his first 
Epistle to them. Read what he says in 
1 Corinthians 3:1-3. He tells them that 
they are still carnal Christians, instead 
of being spiritual ones. The last part 
of verse 3 explains what is meant by 
“a carnal Christian.” It is one who walks 
as a natural man. That is not surpris- 
ing in a babe in Christ; that is, one 
newly saved. But after a person has 
been a Christian for five years like some 
of the Corinthians, there should have 
been considerable growth. What was it 
about these Corinthian Christians that 
convinced Paul they were carnal? (En- 
vying, strife, and divisions.) Right. If 
we are hindered by any of these things, 
let us pray that we may “grow in grace, 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

Now turn to Ephesians 4:11-16. These 
verses remind me of something we 
talked about last Sunday. We must 
listen to the leaders God has given us. 
Not long ago a near-by church had a 
week-end conference. During the after- 
noon meeting the young people were 
walking around outside, standing on the 
porch visiting, and so on. After the 
meeting was over they went into the 
church and carried on a service of their 
own, but they missed a lot by being 
unwilling to listen to the meeting con- 
ducted by the older people. Verse 11 
tells of five kinds of spiritual leaders. 
Verses 12-14 tell us that God has put 
these leaders into the church that we 
might grow in the knowledge of the 
Son of God, and develop into complete 
maturity as Christians. Those who re- 
main “babes” can be easily deceived 
because they are not grounded in the 
truth of God. Verses 15, 16 give a beau- 
tiful picture of God’s plan for the 
Church, every member “speaking the 
truth in love,” growing in grace, and 
working together in perfect harmony. 
Our last Scripture today, 2 Peter 1:5-7, 
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Lesson for July 11 


gives seven graces in which we are to 
grow. Let us list them on the board to 
impress them on our minds. Once a 
Christian mathematics teacher was asked 
to address our Christian group at col- 
lege. His subject was “Addition, Sub- 
traction, Multiplication, and Division.” 
His talk was on the Christian life, his 
first point being, “Seven Things To Add.” 
I have forgotten the subtraction verses, 
but they were about things that should 
be subtracted from the Christian’s life, 
such as envyings and strife. Multipli- 
cation was 2 Peter 1:2, “Grace and peace 
be multiplied unto you.” For division 
I believe it was 1 Corinthians 1:10. At 
any rate I remember Christians should 
have addition, subtraction, and multipli- 
cation in their experience, but not divi- 
sion! 

Second Peter 1:5-8 says that if we 
show faith, virtue (goodness), knowl- 
edge, temperance, patience, godliness, 
brotherly kindness, and love, we shall 
not be unfruitful in our Christian lives. 
In other words, we will be a blessing 
to others as well as a joy to our Lord. 
Isn’t that worth while? 

Last week I told you that I believe 
we will find it interesting and helpful 
to spend a little time each Sunday get- 
ting acquainted with seven children that 
we shall meet in Heaven. Their parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. David Lee, were mission- 
aries in Calcutta. It gets so hot there 
that they left their children (except the 
baby) in a little cottage in the hills some 
distance away. The oldest girl was only 
seventeen, but she was an earnest Chris- 


tian and so was her fifteen-year-old sis- _ 


ter and the two boys who came next. 
So the parents believed that they could 
get along without them for a few months, 
especially as they were near a mission 
school, so their house was close to the 
homes of other Christians. But in Sep- 
tember, 1899, the whole house was 
crushed and carried a hundred feet down 
the hill and buried in tons of earth and 
rocks, in a terrible+landslide. Other 
houses were buried, too, and other peo- 
ple killed, but the Lees lost the most 
children. The oldest boy was thrown 
clear of the house and wreckage and 
lived long enough to tell his parents of 
their attem§ted escape and its failure. 
But he also told of the sweet peace they 
all -had in their living Saviour when 
they knew there was no hope. Next 


week, if the Lord will, I will tell you 


about this boy, Wilbur Lee.

They are 
to give you Christians all you need for 
your work of helping others and grow- 
ing up. You are to grow up to be like 
Christ. . 

You ought not to be babies any longer, 
pushed around and led on anywhere by 
boys and girls who fool you and tell 
lies teget you to do wrong things. 

But you should tell the truth with love... 
In every way you should be growing up 





_to Christ. 


We are all parts of 
one body. When every part does its 
share, we get food from Christ, and all 
grow up together in love.

1, I Will Be Sincere 
(Matt. 19:16-29)

HERE can be no doubt that sincerity 
is an excellent and commendable 
virtue. None of us enjoys having to 
associate with or having to endure those 
who are hypocritical or dishonest. The 
word “sincere” comes from a Latin 
root which means literally “without 
wax,” and reflects an ancient practice 
that was used to conceal flaws in stone 
and art work by filling in the damaged 
portion with wax. An article so treated 
looked all right at first, but could not 
stand the test of time or weather. A 
genuine and perfect) article was said to 
be “sine cere,” or “without wax.” Hence 
our word “sincere” has come to mean 
genuine or real; being in reality what 
it appears to be; pure, unadulterated. 
The word emphasizes a revelation of just 
what one feels, thinks, or sees, and no 
more, and an unwillingness to embellish 
or exaggerate. 
se 
But, commendable and desirous as such 
a virtue is, we should see clearly that 
Sincerity is not enough. It is possible 
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to be very sincere and yet very much 
mistaken. A person going to a medicine 
cabinet in the dark might be quite sin- 
cere in thinking he had selected a bottle 
of medicine from which to take a dose. 
But he might also be very much mis- 
taken and pick up a bottle that contained 
poison. There are many in our land 
who are quite sincere in their religious 
beliefs. They honestly believe that by 
paying certain sums of money, or doing 
certain penances, they can earn forgive- 
ness of sin and entrance into Heaven. 
But we know, when we examine God’s 
Word, that they can be very sadly mis- 
taken. 
oe 


The young man who came to Christ 
on the occasion mentioned in the Scrip- 
ture portion assigned for this week’s les- 
son was probably sincere when he asked 
Christ what he could do to have eternal 
life. At least there is nothing to clearly 
establish that he was insincere. Evi- 
dently he honestly believed, in line with 
the teachings he had received from 
scribes and Pharisees, that eternal life 
was to be gained by good deeds or works. 
And a surprising number of earnest 
Christian folk seem to be under this 
Same impression today. Have you ever 
asked a professing Christian if he were 
certain of the life to come in Heaven, 
only to have him say, “Well, I hope so, 
if I am just faithful to the end”? 


The Lord Jesus sought to have this 
young man realize that it was not some- 
thing that he could do, but rather what 


he must be. He focused the young man’s - 


attention first upon Himself. The man 
had called. Christ “Good Master,” not 
recognizing that the Lord Jesus was 
anything more than an exemplary 
teacher. Christ wanted him to see that, 
if He were really “good” as he had said, 
He was more than a human teacher, for 
only God is good in the absolute sense. 
Then He directed the young man’s at- 
tention to his own life by mentioning 
the Commandments. Now there are 
some who will quibble here and say 
that the Lord Jesus taught that it is 
possible to have eternal life by keeping 
the Commandments. The sobering fact 
is that no one, except the Lord Jesus, 
has ever perfectly kept the Command- 
ments. True enough, this young man 
said he had kept from childhéod the par- 
ticular Commandments the Lord Jesus 
named. Here again he probably was 
sincere, and was a very exemplary 
young man. But had he fully under- 
stood the imner meaning of these Com- 
mandments he could not have truthfully 
said what he did. You will remember 
that the.-Lord Jesus taught that anyone 
who hates his brother is guilty of mur- 
der, and that anyone who looks upon a 
woman with lust in his heart is. guilty 
of adultery.

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did not even mention the first portion 
of the Decalogue, which has to do with 
man’s relationship to God. Certainly 
this young man could not have claimed 
truthfully to have loved God with his 
whole heart and with all his mind and 
with all his strength. The very fact 
that he loved his possessions so dearly, 
as is later developed, is proof that he 
did not love God with all his heart,

Then the Lord Jesus put his finger on 
the real difficulty in this young man’s 
life (v. 21). Let us be careful not to 
put the emphasis here on the selling 
of his possessions and giving to the poor. 
That was important, but it was merely 
getting out of the way the thing that was 
preventing him from doing what he 
needed to do to have eternal life. He 
needed to recognize the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour and Lord and to 
follow Him. 

And that is the need of every one of 
us if we, too, are to have eternal life. 
God may not ask us to dispose of pos- 
sessions for the simple reason that these 
may not be standing in our way. In our 
case it may be our pride, or our willful- 
ness, or our regard for some other in- 
dividual. Whatever it is that would hin« 
der us from accepting the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our personal Saviour and fol- 
lowing Him and doing His will, that 
thing the Lord Jesus asks us to let go, 
and then to follow Him. 

Have you done this honestly and sin- 
cerely? Or, like the young man, do you 
think the cost too great, and do you 
turn away regretfully because you can- 
not have both eternal life and your own 
selfish way?

flames of wrath. It is true that there 
are words of anger and alediction 
against conquerors and oppressors [of 
Israel], but the denunciation is chiefly 
against their own people. 

“Take the writings of the period of 
Israel’s greatest humiliation, the destruc- 
tion of the Temple of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar, followed by the cap- 
tivity in Babylon. We read not a single 
word of hate against Nebuchadnezzar. 
On the contrary, Jeremiah calls him ‘a 
servant of God.’ This national disaster 
cannot be imputed to Nebuchadnezzar. 
It is because of Israel’s sins, and naught 
else, that God made this evil come on 
Israel. 

“Jeremiah, on the ruins of Jerusalem, 
cries out, ‘Jerusalem has multiplied her 
sins. ‘The Lord has sent against Jacob 
enemies roundabout. The Lord is just. 
The Lord has despised his altar, cast off 
his sanctuary, delivered into the hands 
of the enemy the walls of. the palace of 
Zion. We have sinned! We have re- 


. 
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belled! It is the mercy of God that we 
have not been utterly destroyed.” (Based 
on Lamentations.) 

Those exiled in Babylon, Jeremiah 
told to seek the peace of the city of their 
captivity and to pray for it unto the 
Lord. In its peace they were to have 
peace. So Daniel, “O Lord, righteous- 
ness belongeth unto thee, but unto us 
confusion of faces. . . . The curse is 
poured upon us, and the oath that is 
written in the law of Moses” (Dan. 9: 
9, 11). 

“Such is the spirit of the Jewish 
prophets. No rebellion, no call to re- 
volt, but recognition of faults and the 
only way of salvation iff distress, await- 
ing the mercy of the Almighty.”

Then “grow in grace, and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” Pray for the spiritual prog- 
tess of all your Christian friends.

Did He not also ask 
the Father that they might be 
with Him in Glory? (John 17:24.)
